To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Gentlement : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  to  you  a  brief  synopsis 
of  the  activities  of  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
accompanied  by  a  detailed  financial  report  covering 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  money,  from  date  of 
organization  to  December  1st.  1923. 

The  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  successor  to 
the  Provo  Commercial  Club.  The  new  organization 
came  into  being  September  1,  1921.  as  the  result  of 
an  enthusiastic  reorganization  and  membership  cam¬ 
paign  launched  in  August,  under  the  combined  force 
of  Provo  citizens  and  representatives  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  City  Bureau. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  assumed  all  assets 
and  liabilities  of  the  old  organization  and  entered 
into  a  contract  to  pay  to  the  American  City  Bureau 
$4,500.00  and  the  cost  of  the  campaign,  S587.52,  for 
services  rendered.  The  liabilities  of  the  Commercial 
Club  were  $4,460.02,  making  a  total  indebtedness,  on 
day  of  organization  of  39,647.62,  Of  this  amount 
$3,460.00  was  paid  from  cash  collected,  and  an  addi 
tional  $752.90  received  from  land  sold  was  applied 
on  indebtedness;  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,454.62.

A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  immediately  called 
with  the  result  that  Thomas  F.  Pierpont  was  elected 
president;  John  S.  Smith,  vice-president;  R.  E. 
Allen,  treasurer,  and  Elmo  Cunningham,  erstwhile 
secretary  of  the  Provo  Commercial  Club,  was  chosen

Through  the  courteous  generosity  of  Hr.  Thomas 
F.  Pierpont.  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  furn¬ 
ished  gratuitous  quarters  in  the  fine  sales  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Superior  }*Iotor  Company  for  the  first 
eight  months  of  its  e.xistence  and  until  the  present 
quarters  were  arranged  for.

Elmo 
Cunningham.  Ylr.  E.  S.  Hinckley  was  appointed,  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  as  Executive  Secretary. 

Earl}-  in  the  summer  of  1922.  we  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  reclamation  of  water-logged  and  sub¬ 
merged  lands  adjacent  to  L'tah  Lake.  The  consum¬ 
mation  of  this  long  desired  project  will  be  a  great 
accomplishment.

views  near  the  summit  of  Timpanogos  and  the  other 
six  giants  of  the  crescent,  shrouded  as  they  are 
usuallv  in  velvet,  translucent  mists,  and  over  all  and 
above  all  the  magnificent  cumulous  L  tah  County 
clouds  that  show  an  ever  changing  variety  of  form 
and  color,  would  probably  be  most  attractive  :  to  the 
home  builder,  the  wide  sweep  of  mountain  splendor 
alwavs  in  view  from  the  very  doorstep,  the  acces¬ 
sible  caiwons.  the  adjacent  lake  with  its  warm  sum¬ 
mer  waters  and  whispering  reeds,  the  magnificent 
roads,  the  triple  railroads,  the  advantage  that  comes 
from  living  in  the  middle  of  things  beautiful  would 
no  doubt  make  their  appeal. 

Utah  County,  then,  is  a  little  world  of  its  own;  a 
little  miniature  of  all  that  the  great  world  has  to 
offer.  Nothing  is  left  out  except  the  geysers,  and 
several  of  its  wonderful  artesian  wells  might  well 
represent  in  small  the  glory  of  those  great  fountains 
of  steam  and  water.  The  Columbia  River  Highway 
W’e  have  the  iMt.  Timpanogos  Scenic  Loop  which  is 
said  to  rival  in  scenic  beauty  the  famous  Oregon 
thoroughfare  and  that  which  leads  into  \  osemite 
Park.  Vater  falls?  Bridal  A'eil  Falls  in  Provo  can- 
von  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  falls  in  America. 
Caverns?  The  Timpanogos  Cave  and  a  dozen  other 
in  the  limestone  of  the  U  asatch  in  L  tah  County 
have  been  declared  by  travelers  to  be  the  most  beau- 
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ity  of  Springville.  The  committee  proffered  to  the 
coming  corporation  a  tract  of  four  hundred  acres  of 
land,  known  as  the  Springville  pasture,  for  a  plant 
site.

hold  in  trust  all  lands  purchased  for  the  Columbia 
Steel  Corporation;  said  land  to  be  held  until  such 
time  as  it  should  actually  be  needed  for  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  Columbia  Steel  Corporation’s  plant. 

A  few  days  later  a  contract  from  the  Columbia 
Steel  Corporation  was  presented  to  the  Provo 
Springville  Holding  Company,  stipulating  the  needs 
of  the  Steel  Corporation  for  a  plant  site.  After  due 
consideration,  and  such  amendments  as  were 
thought  necessary,  the  agreement  was  entered  into 
and  signed  October  10.  1922.  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  procure  options  on  the  necessary  area  with 
water,  etc. 

The  Steel  Corporation  reseiu'ed  the  right  to  make 
investigations  as  to  the  safety  for  foundations  for 
the  various  units  of  their  plant.  Their  investiga¬ 
tions  proved  satisfactory  and  on  December  IS.  1‘'22. 
a  definite  acceptance  of  the  plant  site  was  received 
from  the  steel  company.  The  plant  site  comprises 
approximately  one  thousand  acres  of  land  sul)ject 
to  rights-of-way,  easements,  etc.,  with  all  water  ap¬ 
purtenant  thereto. 

Immediately  after  acceptance  of  the  plant  site  a 
definite  program  was  planned  through  which  to 
raise  the  necessary  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the 
lands,  the  options  on  which  showed  an  actual 
purchase  price  of  8150,000.00.

The  necessary  consent  of  the 
State  Road  Commission  of  Utah  has  been  obtained 
and  by  the  early  part  of  next  summer  our  roads  will 
be  adequately  marked. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  all  w'ork  done  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Scenic  Highway  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  the  interest  of  good  roads,  etc.,  is  strictly 
in  harmony  with  and  in  support  of  our  State  Road 
Commission. 

During  the  summer  it  was  found  that  the  private¬ 
ly  owned  Superior  Motor  Company's  Tourist  Park 
was  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  traveling  public. 
The  attention  of  our  city  officials  was  immediately 
given  to  this  matter  and  they  actively  set  about  to 
provide  temporary  quarters  at  North  Park.  This 
park  has  been  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  travel¬ 
ing  public. 

Recognizing  the  strategic  importance  of  Provo  as 
the  steel  manufacturing  center,  the  National  Pump 
Company  of  Denver,  Colorado,  came  into  our  midst 
early  in  IMay  to  begin  negotiations  for  the  transfer- 
ance  and  development  of  their  pump  factory  from 
Denver,  Colorado,  to  Provo,  Utah.  After  a  period 
of  careful  investigation  the  pump  company  selected 
a  site  for  the  manufacture  of  the  unique  National 
pump.  This  is  the  first  industry  to  follow  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  steel  in  this  vicinity. 

The  Republican  Creosoting  Company  of  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana,  has  purchased  a  plant  site  near  the 
Columbia  Steel  Corporation's  plant  and  will  soon 
commence  construction  on  a  refining  plant. 

W'e  feel  the  very  heart  throbs  of  an  onward,  up¬ 
ward  progressive  tendency  in  our  community.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Columbia  Steel  Corpo¬ 
ration  has  more  than  fulfilled  its  promises  and 
agreements  to  the  citizens  of  Provo  and  Springville 
in  e\'erv  detail.  Our  associations  have  l^een  most 
agreeable. 

Earlv  in  lulv.  1923.  our  annual  membership  and 
pay  up  drive  was  launched  through  wdiich  our  en¬ 
rollment  was  materially  increased  and  sutticicnt 
funds  raised  to  finish  paying  off  our  old  indebted¬ 
ness.

For  the  last  several  months  the  project  of  mOit 
vital  importance  before  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
has  been  the  reclamation  of  lands  m  L  tah  count} . 
The  survev  that  had  been  made  during  the  past  two 
years  was  practically  completed  and  a  report,  with 
maps,  suggestions  and  recommendations  from  the 
State  Engineer  and  Federal  Reclamation  Engineer, 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  L  tah  \\  ater  Storage 
Commission  and  numerous  meetings  and  almost 
daily  conferences  during  the  last  three  months  ha\  e 
been  held  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  hopes  of 
combining  the  various  interests  m  this  great  recla¬ 
mation  project  and  of  establishing  an  organization 
which  would  be  acceptable  to  the  L  nited  estates 
Government,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
project.  This  project,  when  completed,  means  the 
reclamation  of  approximately  one  hundred  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  Utah  County  with  a  large  acreage 
in  Salt  Lake.  Wasatch.  Davis  and  Toole  counties. 
This  means  the  conservation  of  all  water  and  the 
reclamation  of  practically  all  available  lands  within 
these  several  counties. 

This  project  is  of  especial  interest  and  imporunce 
from  the  fact  that  it  lies  in  the  very  heart  of  L  tah  s 
densest  population,  with  all  the  elements  of  ci\  iliza- 
tion.  homes,  schools,  churches,  transportation  facili¬ 
ties.  concrete  highways,  good  markets,  etc.,  alread} 
established.
